12. Afr. .Misra joined tho Indian Civil Seivic ‘0 in 19B2 and was 
jiosted to tho Thiited Provinces. Alter filling various executive and 
seoretariat posts in the U.P. cadre, including that of Deputy Secre- 
tary to the (.ioveriiment ot U I*, in the Financo Departmeril, Mr. 
Misra's services were placed at tile rhaposnl of the Government oB 
India in November 1945 and he was appoiiited Deputy Secretary 
111 the late Supply iJepurtment. He was transferred tci tho War 
Transport llepartmenf in the beginning of July 1946. Mr. Misra 
was a keen othcer, popular with his superior officers and all thoso 
who worki'd with or imdoi him. Tlio Ministry of Transport has 
sustaiiu'd a great loss })v the untimely death, in tiagic ciroum- 
stanei'fl, of an able and couscieiitions officer and the Minister of 
Transport wishes to exjiress his deopesi s\n\patliy to the members 
of his family in Iheir bereavcnient

No. U».R. (36)/47 — 'In exercise of tbo powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Essential Suppl es (Temporary Powei-e) 
Act, 1046, the Central Government is pleased to order as 
follows: — ' 

(1) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, contained 
in the Motor Spirit Rationing Order, 1941, no ordinary 
or supplementary coupon issued under the said order 
shall be valid in the Chief Commissioner's Province of 
Delhi in respect of a goods vehicle or a jeep other than 
those owned by the Gentrul Government, tke Provincial 
Govammant and any local authority in the Delhi Pro- 
vince, or those employed by the Delhi Emergency Com- 
mittee, unless it is endorsed by one of the officers 
mentioned. In the schedule hereto. 

(■2) Any person who is lawfully holding any such coupon 
may apply to one of the aforesaid officers for endorsement 
thereon and produce before him the certificate of registra- 
tion of the vehiole in respect of which the coupon has been 
issued. It will be in the discretion of the said officers to 
make such endorsement or not, and their decision in the 
matter shall be final
